Saturday dawned wth a promise of widely scattered showers and 
G cool weather which kept the number of walkers to under 200. By the 
time the march started, light rain was falling. 
Under the rules of the walk, no participant could leave the event 
PAS without returning to the starting line to be checked out. In addition 
walkers were warned not to accept rides or instructions from 
| anyone but a walkathon official. Fortunately the organizers fur- 
nished the Hams with official badges and special signs for their car 
windows. ; 
se The director rode with the Lake County EC and was impressed 
with the ease with which she could remain in touch with the various 
checkpoints and the status of the marchers. 

The scattered showers rapidly became a steady rain and then 
upgraded into heavy rainstorms. This meant reduced visibility 
along the highway route and slippery roads for motorists. In ad- 
dition the chill rain meant misery for the walkers, many who were 
youngsters under 12. 

Soon it was apparent that the route should be drastically shor- 
tened from the planned 20 miles. The director asked the hams to set 

. up new checkpoints, road blocks and make certain all the walkers 
got on the new shorter route. This was done with speed and ef- 
ficiency via the 20 mobiles and the net control base station. 

As the rain got worse, as it might be expected, some of the 
marchers became ill and had to be rescued by the amateurs 
patroling the route. About three hours after the march began it was 
obvious that it would have to be called off and all the marchers

WRAP-UP OF SKYWARN AND RACES ACTIVITIES 
FRANK HAAS, KBAT, EC E. VOLUSIA CO. 

At approximately 1400, Thursday, April 8, 1982, the National 
Weather Service office in Daytona Beach began noticing a pattern 
of severe weather on radar which appeared destined for Volusia, 
Lake and Seminole Counties. As the movements of this storm ac- 
tivity were monitored, the NWS began considering the possibility of 
calling up the Amateur Radio SKYWARN Net to get assistance in 
locating the most severe cells in the approaching weather. 

At approximately 1530, the SKYWARN Net was called up on the 
147.84/24 RACES repeater and amateurs in various parts of EAST 
and WEST VOLUSIA were polled and information regarding the 
occurrence of HAIL, VERY STRONG WINDS and possible TOR- 
NADOES was requested of stations checking in. 

As the severe weather moved through the area, reports were 
received from near Flagler Beach, Daytona Beach, South Daytona, 
Port Orange, Orange City, Deland and Deltona/Debary. Of all 
areas reporting in, only Deltona and nearby Sanford reported very 
serious damage as a result of high winds and a possible tornado. 

Upon receipt of the possible tornado and the definite storm 
damage, the SKYWARN Net was terminated at approximately 1700 
and a RACES Net was begun to coordinate communications among

By Dick, AA44PP 

Want to start argument at your ney m Club meeting? 
Want to draw a crowd an Choose up sides? Here’s all 
you have to do: shout, ‘‘Any antenna without a balun ain’t worth a 
damn!” 

You can also shout the opposite: ‘‘No balun made is worth a 
damn!’’ Same results! 

You can, if you like, provoke fights over antenna tuners. Or 
whether 2-meter sidebanders should join the rest of the human race 
by flipping their horizontally-polarized beams to vertical or ... 
well let’s hear what some experts say on these subjects. (Now you 
can provoke arguments and win them.) 


First, here’s some wisdom from Jack Althouse K6NY of Palomar 
Engineers. (These folks make a balun which, if you can blow it, you 
are using illegally high power with an SWR you should be ashamed 
of.) “If you have trouble with noise in receiving, a balun will help 
you get rid of the vertically polarized noise picked up by your coax. 
And, of course, since you won’t be receiving on your coax, your 
nulls will be better. But, if you were — for example — running 
military phone patches to Germany and getting patch quality ona 
beam without a balun, adding a balun wouldn’t make any 
noticeable difference.” 


I asked Jack about the theory that RF power turns mostly to 
wasteful heat in a balun at higher SWR’s. He said: ‘“‘Not with bigger 
models like our 2K balun. Running barefoot, it would be minimal. If 
you kicked in a linear with more than 2:1 SWR, you would lose some 
power, but not a lot.”” —~~~

NATIONAL TRAFFIC SYSTEM 

1’: vbably all of us enjoy nets of one kind or another — usually the 
“ragchew’’ type where we get on a specific frequency at an ap- 
pointed time to chat with fellow Hams on any subject of common 
interest. Traffic Nets are similar & all members have a common 
interest — traffic handling — but, of necessity, the traffic net is well 
organized and requires ‘‘net discipline”’ from its participants. All of 
this effort is directed toward gaining proficiency in sending, 
relaying and receiving messages under the most adverse net 
conditions so that this proficiency may serve the National Traffic 
System well in times of emergencies. 

Each traffic net has a MANAGER whose responsibilities are 
many but include assigning NET CONTROL OPERATORS and 
LIAISON STATIONS to assure the orderly flow of traffic into and 
out of the NET, 

Traffic nets operate on phone and CW both day and evening. As 
an example, the Florida Midday Net (FMTN) is one of the main 
Florida traffic nets sending traffic daily to the regional nets as well 
as collecting and disseminating traffic from other regions to 
Florida outlets. The QFN is the largest CW net operating in the 
evening and operates in the same fashion. Contents of messages 
sent may be anything not commercial in nature. Traffic handlers 
will work hard and do their very best to ensure that every message 
is delivered because this is all PRACTICE for the time when 
EMERGENCY COMMUNICATION may be needed. Hence, every 
message, no matter how frivolous, is handled with equal respon- 
sibility. The nets operate despite the most difficult band conditions. 
Any amateur operator can send messages on traffic nets. There is 
no requirement to be a net member — only the desire to participate 


and learn traffic net procedure which, in the final analysis, is not a- 


great deal more than normal courtesy and consideration. 

Traffic handling is an important part of our hobby and is a lot of 
fun when we know the rules of the traffic air waves. Why not try it 
— you’ll like it! If you need help in any way, such as preparing 
radiograms or other matters, please ask. Experienced traffic 
handlers are more than willing to provide assistance.

REMOTE MIKE FOR IC-2A or KENWOOD TR2400 
By Chuck Williams, WD8KNG 

I recently purchased an ICOM 2-AT, but could not come up witha 
speaker-mike despite many phone calls to suppliers. As a matter of 
tact, many other owners were having the same problem. 

Actually, I only wanted the remote mike since the speaker-mike 
has to be held close to the ear to be heard when mobile. 

I happened into a local supply store and spotted a Lafayette mike 
for one of their 11-meter walkie-talkies. This mike does not have a 
PTT switch, so I looked in the parts bins and found a small 
momentary switch. With these two items plus a plug supplied with 
my HT I came up with a fairly satisfactory remote mike. 

The conversion is quite simple. Remove the back of the mike; 
drill a hole through the plastic near the ground side (braid) of the 
mike cord. Unsolder the ground side of the mike cord and re-solder 
it to one side of the momentary switch. Run a short insulated 
jumper wire from the other side of the momentary switch to the 
point where the braid had been connected. Replace the back. 

Remove the mini-plug which is too large and replace it with the 
plug supplied with the HT. Plug it in to the 2-AT. A fellow ham, at 
our next club meeting, plugged it into his Kenwood 2400 and it 
worked fine. I’ve not run any audio tests with Kenwood, though, so 
can’t attest to the quality. 

The mike cost me $2.50; the momentary sw. cost .35¢. The 
nearest ICOM dealer sells the custom speaker-mike for $34.50! Let 
your pocketbook be your guide . . . oh, yes, it’s reported a Midland 
mike also works just as well for this mod.

ON 6 METERS, excitement continues and on 06 April at 1840Z, 
OA4AWD (Peru) was worked by K1FJM/4, K2RTH/4, and others in 
SFL, LUs and CE were into SFL on at least April 4, 6, 13, and the 
15th between the hours of 1600-2200Z. A highlight for K4KUZ, 
K1FJM/4, and several others was the opportunity to work ZL3ADT, 
ZL3AAU, and ZL3NE (New Zealand) at 2230Z on 12 April! Now that 
Es skip season is here, please try to stay off 50.110 mhz and make 
single hop Es skip CQs on 50.20 mhz. Weak double hop Es, F2, etc. 
just are not heard when single hop Es signals are 5X9 + 50db. 
Watch for DXpeditions during the ARRL VHF Pontest over the 
weekend of 12-13 June and the SMIRK contest from 18-20 June. I 
will probably be operating portable from Antigua. 

2 METER TROPO again is in the news. On 13 April, I finally 
worked KL7JGI/4 (Panama City) with good signals over the 450 
mile path. However, the next night, SFL worked several TX 
stations on 2m and 432 mhz. Marshall, W4EMB (South Miami), 
worked W5UWB (TX) on both 2m and 70cm. He also worked 
KE5C(TX) and W4UUF (Pensacola) on 2m. Marshall also had a 
QSO with W5TPV on 144 and 432 mhz. W4EMB said signals ranged 
from 3X3 to 5X5 with fast fade, but QSOs did result. (KB4KGY of 
Palm Beach also heard the opening, but ‘‘stood by to let Marshall 
get the glory!’’) The N4PZ 144.030 mhz beacon is normally S-2 toS-9 
in Miami and has served as a propogation indicator to the Nor- 
thwest and also as a means of comparing antennas. Speaking of 
propogation indicators, KM4K (Grassy Key) reports tht between 
1400-1500Z on 03 May, he worked about 8 stations in TX, OK, and 
MO. Bob’s tipoff to the rare Es opening was QRM on the upper TV 
channels and on the FM broadcast band. At least one other W4 
participated in the weekday opening also. This is very early in the 
year for any Es opening and in particular for one on 2 meters. Keep 
your propagation indicator receivers operating and surprise 
yourself by working new states this summer. 

I shall try to publish addendum to W4F‘XE’s Fla. Repeater Map 
to keep ‘‘Skip”’ readers current between revisions. Please send info 
to me directly in Hstd. as well as continuing to notify 
W4FXE/W4IYT. WB40YV_ 146.190/146.790 and WD4MTC 
147.225/147.825 have been commissioned. Both are operated by 
West Coast Repeater Club, Box 1478, Ft. Myers, FL, 33902, are open 
machines, but autopatch is for members only. 

A quick note to QSYers on 2m: please try to stay off 145.800- 
146.000 mhz to avoid possible interference to the amateur satellite 
sub-band. Inadvertent QRM to the airborne transponders, or 
repeaters if you wish, of the OSCAR and RS satellites is a problem 
from some parts of the country. The following is a very incomplete 
listing of FLA 2m standings.

Think about it 
a bit — and next time you feel tempted ‘‘to act the lid’’, pause and 
ask yourself the question, ‘‘would I do this if I were with a group of 
gentlemen?”’

Strangely enough, some of the youngsters were at first unwilling 
to give up for fear of not redeeming their pledges for the March of 
Dimes, but when the amateurs spread the word that the walkers 
would all get full credit, they gratefully climbed into the rescue 
cars. 

The March of Dimes officials, parents and the participants alike 
were loud in their praise for Amateur Radio.

BEACON SCHEDULE 
Experimental Station KK2XJM 
Daytona Beach, FL, USA 

The next period of operation will consist of transmission on 
frequencies to be close to the optimum working frequency for 
selected area. Major schedule is: 

23 April - 14 May: Europe 
21 May - il June: South America 
18 June - 9 July: Asia (Japan) 
16 July - 6 Aug.: Oceania (Australia) 
13 July - 3 Sept.: Africa 
Beacon frequencies will be selected from 10.140, 18.108 and 
24.930 MHz, using propagation predictions published in QST. Ap- 
proximately, one of the two highest frequencies will be used when it - 
is daylight at the midpoint of the path, and one of the two lowest: — 
when it is night. 

Beacon signals will be unmodulated carrier, interrupted 0, 2 anu 
7 minutes past each hour, the cycles repeating each ten minutes. 
Initially announcements will be USB voice. They may be replaced 
by CW or RTTY (110 Baud ASCII) at intervals. Operations may be 
at several power levels. 

The station will be operated in the Beacon mode each Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday from 0000 to 2400, UT. The station may be on 
at other times and other frequencies in the 10.18 and 24.5 MHz 
bands for calibration, maintenance and special tests, and for two 
way operation (QSO) with other experimental stations. At this 
time, QSO with Amateur stations is not authorized. 

There will be no operation between 3 September and 30 October. 
Future schedules will be announced in September.
